Amendment 

L Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on November 12, 2003. In the 
5 amendment claims 2-7, 10-17, and 19-24 were canceled, and claims 1, 8, 9, and 18 were 
amended. Currently, claims 1, 8, 9, and 18 remain for examination. 



Dramngs 

2, Applicant responded in the amendment that formal drawings would be submitted when 
10 the application is allowed. Formal drawings will be required in response to this Office Action. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 8, 9, and 18 are allowed. 

15 4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 

directed at a tissue and implant product inventory system. Previously cited reference to Linberg 
(US 6,385,593) discloses inventory system for implantable devices. The references to Joao (US 
6,283,761) and to Nelson et al. (US 6,418, 346) teach on wireless information transmission over 
the network in medical or healthcare embodiment. However, the cited references, taken alone or 

20 in combinations, fail to suggest or teach a device and the method wherein the device receives x- 
ray image containing a measurement marker on the x-ray and a CT/MRI scan with a reference 
scale on the mobile hand-held device as set forth in the claims.
